The HEA negotiators 
presented a package calling 
for increases in teacher 
salaries, benefits and 
program expansions calling 


for a potential cost increase in 
excess of $3,126,116, School 
Supt. Bryon K. Antcliff 
reported. 

This would call for a tax 
increase of 83 additional mills 
for operation, he reported. 

Highlights of the teacher’s 
requests include salary and 
fringe benefit increases 
averaging a minimum of$3.200 
per teacher, lower class s' 'e, a 
greater role in policy deci sion, 
a five-hour work day, release 
time for teachers in order that 
they may assume the role of 


hiring new teachers and one 
aide for every' teacher. 

Perhaps the strongest 
educational impact would be a 
teacher request whereby the 
entire faculty would attend a 
college such as the University 
of Hawaii during the summer 
in order to obtain additional 
education. 

Tin* teachers are asking the 
school board to pay all ex- 
perts for tuition books, 
mta.s, lodging and tran- 
sportation for such a program, 
Antcliff disclosed.

G.E. Wash Construction Co. of 
Detroit and the James D. 
Klingbell & Co. of Columbus. 
Ohio, owners and developers 
of Cambridge Station West. 

Although the council ap- 
proved the proposed 
development’s restrictions, 
which were drawn up by 
attorneys representing the 
city and the company, a 
rezoning of the land parcel 


requested by Wash Con- 
struction Co. was deferred 
unti! the Sept. 5 council 
meeting. 

Wash Construction Co is 
seeking to rezone the 34.23 
acres, located on the south 
side of Ecorse Road between 
Henry Ruff and South Wayne 
Roads, to R-M (multiple 
dwelling) to permit con- 
struction of 405 moderate- 
income, garden-type apart- 


ments The land parcel is 
presently zoned R-1A (single- 
family residential). 

Council’s action in ap- 
proving the agreement was at 
a special council meeting held 
Friday night. 

At last Tuesday’s council

Faust honors 
Eugene Gribble 

The late Eugene Gribble, known as Santa Gaus to 
thousands of adults and children in the Belleville- 
Romulus area, will be paid a special tribute in a 
memorial resolution to be introduced by Sen. William 
Faust (D- Westland) when the Michigan legislature 
resumes session next month. 

“Mr.* Gribble brought endless joy and happiness to 
many, many families,” said Faust. “As one recent 
newspaper stated, he played Santa Gaus 365 days a 
year.” 

Born in New Salem, Pa., Gribble was a resident of 
Romulus for the last 20 years and had been employed 
as a truck driver until he became ill. He recently died 
of cancer at the age of 53. 

Each Christmas for the last 13 years, he set up a 
fantasyland trailer. More than 200,000 youngsters have 
visited the elaborate display to tell Gribble, dressed 
like Santa in a red suit and sporting a long white beard, 
their secret wishes. 

As Santa, Gribble would visit hundreds of con- 
valescent homes, churches, orphanages and affairs 
and on Christmas Eve, he delivered children presents 
left outside their home by parents. 

He delighted huge audiences in feature appearances 
at Christmas parades in Romulus and Belleville with 
his life-sized reindeer sled. 

Gribble started to build a gingerbread house in his 
garage before losing his sight and white beard 

"He was so loved that area residents initiated a drive 
to help him pay medical bills when they learned of his 
illness,” said Faust. 

"Through the resolution 1 will introduce, I hope the 
legislature will at least be able to pay some small token 
of appreciation and respect for this dear man.”

of the proposed development, 
attended both Tuesday’s and 
Friday’s meetings. 

The residents, led by Mrs. 
Thei ;sa Washington of 6855 
Dexter St. f Romulus, owner of 
about 25 acres behind the 
proposed multiple dwelling 
project, spoke in favor of the 
development and urged the 
council to approve the 
rezoning. 

The firm’s proposed plans 
for the townhouse develop- 
ment calls for the expenditure 
of from $6 to $8 million in 
construction costs with rents 
for $180 and up. 

In previous hearings before 
the Romulus Planning 
Commission and city council, 
the developers have agreed to 
abide by their initial 
presentations of the project 
and agreed to include the 
various recommendations and 
restrictions requested by 
members of the council. 

Terms of the agreement 
approved last Friday night by 
the council were the 
requirements demanded by 
the council before it would 
take any formal action on the 
rezoning. 

One of the major provisions 
of the agreement insisted on 
by the council included the 
following : 

"In the event that, for any 
reason, we (developers) are 
or shall become unable or 
unwilling to develop the 
community as described 
(initially presented to council) 
and in accordance with an 
approved site plan, we 
herewith agree to give notice 
to the city 60 days prior 
written notice of our election 
or inability to develop the 
community (Cambridge 
Station West). 

“We further agree that we 
shall not enter into any con- 
tract of sale or 'otherwise 
divest ourselves of our 
ownership interest in the 
premises during such period 
without the prior written 
consent of the City of 
Romulus. 

"We further agree that it 
shall be reasonable for the city 
to rezone the premises to 
single family residential 
zoning (R-1A) if we should fail 
to develop the land as un- 
dertaken." 

Other terms of the 
agreement included 
provisions for security 
measures, the maintenance of 
a clean, attractive and 
sanitary development in 
accordance with state, county 
and city building, health and

He’s looking for support of busing measure

MIAMI BEACH — Sen. Robert P. Griffin already is looking 
beyond the Republican National Convention to the available 
options open to him when he tries to get Senate approval of 
the strong busing limitation legislation already adopted by 
the House. 

As the Senate’s GOP whip, Griffin said he realized he 
would have to play his cards very carefully to get a straight 
up or down vote on this bill before the current session of 
Congress finally adjourns sine die. 

The Michigan senator has one new card in his hand — the 
strong GOP platform declaration against court-ordered 
busing to achieve school integration. 

Griffin had a major role in the drafting of this plank and its 
wording pleased him. He said: 

‘"nie plank is just what I asked for. It is crisp and 
mequivocal in its opposition to forced busing and sharply 
contrasts with the pro-busing plank in the Democratic 
platform 


Translating the positions defined in that plank onto the 
books is going to be a difficult task, however, Griffin con- 
ceded. While the strict busing limitation bill won approval by 
the House 282 to 102, the prospects for its adoption by the 
Senate are far from bright 

Griffin pointed out that every representative was up for re- 
election this November, while only one-third of the Senate’s 
membership has to face the electorate. Griffin is among that 
third 

“Members of the House felt the full force of public opinion 
which has welled up against forced busing,” Griffin said. 
“That public pressure is not felt to the same extent in the 
Senate.” 

The House-approved bill would prohibit the busing of all 
public school pupils, grade school and high school alike, to 
any schools beyond the nearest or next nearest to their 
homes. Old federal court desegregation orders stricter than 
the terms of the bill could be reopened This provision would 
apply particularly to the south And finally, $500 million 


would be earmarked to pay for compensatory education in 
schools with a high enrollment of economically disad- 
vantaged and minority students. 

By means of a parliamentary maneuver engineered by 
southern supporters of the bill, the measure, when it reached 
the Senate from the House, was not referred to a committee 
where it could be buried. 

As it stands now, it can come to the Senate floor any time a 
place is found for it on the calendar. In the last analysis, 
majority leader Mike Mansfield (D-Mont.) says in what 
order bills will reach the floor. He has cast some cold water 
on the prospects for the busing limitation bill, pointing out the 
Senate, when it returns from its Labor Day recess, faces a 
heavy workload, including passage of necessary ap- 
propriations bills and consideration of federal revenue 
sharing, a particularly complex subject. 

The Senate also is aiming for final adjournment of this 
congress in the first half of October, which leaves little time 
to consider busing. 


“If Mansfield keeps the busing bill off the schedule, his 
leadership can be challenged,” Griffin said. ‘‘It is better not 
to go to this extreme unless you have to, however. A 
challenge like that will always draw some Democrats to 
Mansfield’s side, regardless of the issue involved.” 

A second route to get the measure out would be to attach it 
as a rider on another piece of legislation passing through the 
Senate. 

“This also has its disadvantages,” Griffin explained. "It’s 
not a clean-cut way to handle legislation and when it is tried, 
you can expect to lose a handful of votes you might otherwise 
expect to have from people who resent the tactic itself.” 

Griffin made it plain he was going to do his best to move the 
bill to the Senate floor. Once there, though, he is not sure the 
anti-busing forces have enough strength to get the legislation 
passed 

The National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP) and other civil rights groups are placing 
their hopes on the Senate killing the bill one way or another.

• uniformed” citizenry and a State Senate 
committee chairman. 

The Southeast Michigan Transportation 
Authority wants to save the troubled 
Metropolitan Detroit area bus lines, con- 
solidate them into one system, thus providing 
more and lx tier mass transportation. 

To do this, the State Senate must, by the 
first part of October, approve the House- 
passed two-cent gasoline tax hike, bringing 
the levy up to nine cents per gallon of 
gasoline. None qf the funds would be used for 
rapid transit. 

But. according to SEMTA General 
Manager Thomas Lipscomb, there’s 
one big stumbling block — Sen. James G. 
Fleming <R- Jackson). It seems that 
Fleming, who heads the five-man Senate 
Highway Commission, is diametrically op- 
posed to the proposal made in April of 1971 by 
Gov. William G. Milliken. Two other com- 
mittee members — Alvin J. DeGrow (R- 
Pigeoni and Michael J. O’Brien (D-Detroit) 

— are also in opposition to the proposal. 

Lipscomb believes that O'Brien holds the 
deciding vote to get the bill out of committee 
and onto the floor of the Senate. SEMTA of- 
ficials are certain the bill would be approved 
if it were put to a vote in the 38-member 
Senate. And. since it’s Milliken ’s baby, would 
most assuredly be signed into law. 

Voters, listen! 

Republicans might not like hearing it, but 
we realize that Western Wayne County is a 
strongly Democratic area. 

While we realize the fact, we think it is 
unjust for the voters to ignore Republican 
candidates. 

During the August primary campaigns, we 
found that many Republicans, despite the 
unpopular label in this area, have reasonable 
programs to offer the voters of this area. 

For this reason, we want the Republicans to 
know that their campaigns are of importance 
to the Daily Eagle. 

We intend to get the ideas of the candidates, 
despite their political tags, to the people of 
this area. 

And, for the same reason, we hope that the 
voters will follow by “voting for the man and 
not the party” this November. 


Sen. I)a\id A. Plawecki (D-Dearborn 
Heights), whose 12th District includes 
Inkster, and Sen. Harry A. DeMaso (R-Battle 
Creek) are the highway committeemen 
trying to convince O’Brien to change his 
mind. 

The two-cent increase would bring into 
state coffers an estimated $80 million per 
year. One-quarter, or $20 million, would go 
toward public transportation projects, about 
$8.5 million' to SEMTA to subsidize its bus line 
consolidation project. The authority then 
would attempt to get federal matching funds 
for one-fifth the operating cost. 

About $30 million of the $80 million realized 
by the tax hike would be used for at least 11 
outstate and four Detroit Metropolitan area 
road building projects. The other $30 million 
would be earmarked for county and 
municipal road maintenance projects. 

What does this mean to Western Wayne 
County residents? It means, according to 
Lipscomb, that if the proposal doesn’t become 
law. we’d stand a good chance of losing bus 
service altogether. The bus lines are in bad 
financial straights — they’re duplicating 
services in some areas, they’re transporting 
passengers in dilapidated vehicles and 
they’re charging passengers whole fees when 
transferring from one bus line to another. 

The four bus lines — Metro, Lake Shore, 
Great Lakes and DSR — would be purchased 
by SEMTA Metro is the line which services 
residents in this area. 

We don’t view the Senate fight, as some 
opponents do: the classic urban verses rural. 
It’s clear to us that the transportation bill 
provides for improvements throughout the 
state which w f ill directly (as in the case of the 
bus service) or indirectly (improved streets 
and roads) affect all of the people of the state 
~of Michigan 

Funds must be provided to help improve 
mass transit, which in the future must 
become a friend of the automobile and not its 
enemy. 

None of the revenue realized in the tax hike 
would be funneled into a Detroit area rapid 
transit system It would only be used in 
preserving and improving the present bus 
service. 

In the past we have spoken out against tax 
increases, such as the income tax hike, but we 
feel this one, which taxes those who use the, 
facilities, is w'orth every cent

REA rep strikes out 
against board inaction 

To the editor: 

To initiate a discussion on the philosophies behind 
negotiating proves to be a very difficult ordeal. 

In reality, management teams use “the power of 
management" to inflict stringent rules and restraints on 
employes. And the labor team cites proposals that will give 
them more money, better working conditions and as com- 
plete a package of fringe benefits as they believe the “power 
of labor” can achieve. 

The process becomes complex when issues of work stop- 
pages, working without a contract, or sundry other devices 
which might prompt settlement by the other side come into 
play. As to philosophy... What does a child think as he pulls 
the wings off a fly? 

Each negotiating situation varies only in content, timing 
and strategies, with the power to back them up reflected in 
the above. 

Teachers this year have little power because the oc- 
cupation is overcrowded. Thus the responsibility for a 
workable contract rests with management in current 
negotiations between the Romulus Board of Education and 
the Romulus Education Association (REA). 

However, the board is being represented by a lawyer who 
chose to take a vacation during the last two weeks in August 
rather than try to reach a settlement with teachers. 

Following the initial breakdown in negotiations and just 
prior to the vacation, the REA submitted what may be 
considered as its last financial proposal. This was adamantly 
turned down by the board’s negotiating representative. 

When compared to surrounding systems that have already 
settled contracts, the proposed salary figures are very nearly 
the same as pay scales in Westwood, Dearborn and Ann 
Arbor 

The figures are slightly higher than those of Cherry Hill 
and Wyandotte. The financial package is lower than that of 
contracts settled in the districts of Grosse lie and River 
Rouge. 

When coupled with the fringe benefit package, it 
represents an approximate 5.75 per cent increase in costs to 
the board of education. 

The Romulus Board of Education has offered teachers the 
opportunity to return to work without a contract. Modem 
teaching becomes difficult enough without working in a 
limbo having no contractural protection. Romulus teachers 
sincerely want a viable contract. 

Teachers met the night of Aug. 17 to confer on the choices 
available to them following the breakdown in negotiations. 
The meeting, initially for ratification, had been planned by 
the REA since mid-July, when it appeared some settlement 
could be reached bv that date 

However, the board’s negotiating representative has not 
moved on any of the REA proposals other than those that 
save the board money or clarify language 

Apparently the board will not move to settle the contract 
until the last possible minute, anticipating the end of the 
world w ill perhaps save them from having to make another 
decision.

Serve ‘Peachy’ 
Ice Cream Pie 

Sometimes the simplest foods are best. Take ice cream, 
raspberry sauce, and peaches; this simple, yet masterful 
combination of flavors and textures makes Peach Melba, a 
classic dessert. The original Peach Melba was created by the 
celebrated chef Escoffier in honor of opera star Nellie Melba, 
before the turn of the century. But the same flavors still 
harmonize beautifully today, in a modem Peach Melba Pie. 

When preparing ice cream pie, remember to remove the 
ice cream from freezer to refrigerator to soften. Allow about 
20 minutes for a half-gallon, 10 minutes for a pint, for 
scooping; half that time for slicing. You’ll have to work 
quickly, and if the ice cream gets too soft, return it to the 
freezer for a moment to harden. 

Make a quickie crust by tossing together flaked coconut, 
chopped nuts and melted butter, pressing this mixture into a 
pie pan and baking just long enough to turn it golden-brown, 

10 to 15 minutes. The sauce is simplicity itself; just frozen 
raspberries with their juice, plus a little cornstarch to 
thicken Be careful not to overcook any sauce in which you 
use cornstarch, as it thins out after a certain point. 

Peach Melba Pie is an excellent choice for warm-weather 
entertaining, because it can be made quickly, well in ad- 
vance, and stored in the freezer. 

Peach Melba Ice Cream Pie 

1 can (34 oz.) flaked coconut 
4 cup finely chopped nuts 
2 tablespoons butter, melted 
1 quart peach ice crsam, slightly softened 
1 pint vanilla ice cream, slightly softened 


Raspberry Sauce 


1 package (10 ox.) frozen red raspberries, thawed, drained 
4 cup sugar 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 

2 cups sliced fresh peaches, sweetened OR 2 (10-oz. each) 
packages frozen sliced peaches, thawed and drained. 


To prepare Coconut Crust: In a small bowl toss together 
coconut, nuts and butter. Press firmly and evenly against 
bottom and sides of a 9-inch pie plate. Bake in a preheated 325 
degree oven, 10-15 minutes or until golden brown. Chill crust 
in freezer. To assemble pie: Spoon peach ice cream into 
crust, spreading to edge of pie shell. Freeze. Spoon vanilla 
ice cream over peach. Freeze. To prepare Raspberry Sauce: 
Drain raspberries, reserving syrup. In a 1-quart saucepan 
combine sugar, cornstarch and syrup. Cook over medium 
heat, stirring constantly, until thickened; boil 2 additional 
minutes. Stir in raspberries. Cool. Just before serving 
arrange peaches on pie; cut into wedges and serve with 
Raspberry Sauce.

Artist seeks fame 
with new art form 

By JIM CARRAVALLAH He has found what all artists look for, but rarely find: 

originality.” 


When art is a way of life, one locks himself away from all 
people. Five dollars doesn’t mean an opportunity for a good 
time — it means two tubesof oil paints. 

Divorcing himself from life, and its pleasures, the artist 
gains fulfillment through recognition. Recognition, ac- 
cording to Ron Warunek, a 21-year-old Dearborn Heights 
painter, comes from being unique 

Ron. of 26032 McDonald, believes that his work is unique, 
because he has attempted to join two of the seven art forms 
into one work. 

He explains, “One can lift more things with two hands, and, 
I believe one can express more meaning with two arts.” 

His art consists of joining painting and poetry into one 
work. 

“Since the beginning of time,” he says in a written 
presentation, “the arts have remained separate, until now— 
a movement in art, to join all arts.” 

One might consider Warunek a bit presumptuous to call his 
concept a movement. But, for four years, since he’d dropped 
out of the 10th grade to take up art-painting and poetry have 
been his life. For the past six months, he’s refined his con- 
cept. and has sent its description to more than 250 art patrons 
throughout the world. 

At times, the answers have been critical, but at other 
times, they’ve been encouraging. 

Robert C. Kelsey, director of the Kelsey Gallery in 
Lahaina, Maui, Hawaii, said. ‘ For hundreds of years, poets 
have been inspired by artists and artists have been inspired 
by poets. It wasn’t until a young artist named Ronald 
Warunek came along that the two found each other. 

“Mr. Warunek’s paintings are a blend of art and poetry. 
But are not the two the same? Truly, art is poetry, and poetry 
is art 

“Mr. Warunek has not created just another art gimmick.

"By one lucky thought. I have created a new concept,” 
explains Warunek “I’m interested in joining painting and 
poetry, but l need others interested in joining the other arts 
into one form.” 

Warunek admits that his concept isn’t new. After all. even 
greeting cards use a picture and a short verse to express the 
same ideas. But he believes he’s the first to name the con- 
cept, and to attempt to work it into an art. 

“This is part of the reason I’ve written to art galleries 
throughout the world.” explained Warunek “I want to find 
whether the concept is, indeed, unique After more than 250 
letters, and many responses, I haven’t been told that my 
concept is not unique. 

“I have received criticism, though " 

One of the directors of the Detroit Institute of Art didn’t 
dispute Warunek’s claim that his style is unique, but disputed 
his claim that it adds to art 

If the single work of art is strong enough, then it should be 
able to stand alone, according to the director. 

Warunek calls the criticism illogical. 

He remains convinced that his art form is workable, and 
valuable. 

“I maintain that two arts joined into one form can express 
more than one art standing alone,” he said. 

“In my works, the painting is a separate art, and the poem 
is a separate art, but together, they form a new unique form, 
which is stronger than any of the two standing alone.” 

“The criticism, when illogical, makes me think of art 
history. Many of the great artists were called names in their 
own time, only to find recognition later in history It doesn’t 
bother me.” 

Wrote Kelsey, “New ideas in art are often rejected by the 
public Wasn’t Picasso called a madman early in this cen- 
tury? And hasn’t he become the living legend and inspiration 
for millions of artists around the world?” 

“I have an obsession to create,” said Warunek “It took me 
four years to become a dedicated artist, and now, I have a 
concept 

“My art will grow. It may be that a year from now I’ll have 
a new concept, growing from this one, but now, I’m con- 
vinced that this idea will make me famous .” 

Fame is what Warunek seeks. Today, he has more than 185 
paintings sitting around his home-the work of four years of 
creativity. 

It may be, like Picasso, his paintings will bring him for- 
tune 

Today, though, he continues his work, and continues his 
correspondence-seeking advice, and allies so he can further 
his cause.

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Judge blasts legal profession for discrimination 


Wayne County Circuit Judge Horace W. Gilmore has issued 
a blistering indictment of ‘deliberate discrimination against 
women in the legal profession.” 

The judge, who has served on the Circuit bench for more 
than 15 years, charged that the entire legal system — courts, 
judges, law firms, lawyers and law schools — is involved in a 
denial of women s rights. 

Gilmore said: 

‘The arithmetic of discrimination against women as 
judges in the courts of Michigan is appalling. Of the 492 
judgeships in our state, there are only 10 women judges. ” 

•‘This outrageous ratio.” he said. “is an outward and 
visible sign’ of deliberate discrimination against women in 
the legal profession — which, of all professions, should be and 
must be the one most concerned with social, political and 
economic justice.” 

Gilmore’s statements were in response to questions by the 
Women's Caucus of the Michigan Democratic Party. The 
judge is a candidate for the Michigan Supreme Court.

Gilmore s reply to the caucus charged: 

—“Discrimination against women, as women, in divorce 
and custody cases is a continuing problem.” 

— “It is difficult for women to gain admission to law school. 
Our law schools deny that there is any 'quota' system 
limiting the number of women students, that may be But 
something is keeping down the enrollment of women. 

—“As practicing attorneys ... more women are being 
admitted into established law firms But in far too many 
cases, it is tokenism without any serious consideration of the 
women’s professional capability when it comes to assign- 
ments and responsibilities. 

— “In some courts, there is discrimination against women 
as attorneys. It is time to end the Portia Syndrome. It is time 
that women lawyers have recognition as women and as 
lawyers, not as Portias — women playing a ‘man’s role’ 
before the court.” 

Gilmore said he is “deeply concerned about this iniquitous 
inequity — as a man, as an attorney and as a judge.” 


He stated there is a "need to re-examine the WTitten and 
unwritten policy on qualifications for admission to law- 
school.” 

“Our colleges and universities.” he said, “have eased 
general admission requirements for minority-group students 
to meet their special needs. Why not some flexibility for 
women in gaining admission to the professional schools of 
our universities?” 

Gilmore praised the recent action by the House of 
Delegates of the American Bar Association, which, in con- 
vention in San Francisco, approved a resolution “calling 
upon law schools to close their placement offices to any law 
firms that do not consider women lawyers on an equal basis 
with men in hiring.” 

Gilmore said that the University of Michigan adopted a 
similar policy last year 

“Now let’s do something about discrimination after the 
women are hired.” Gilmore said.

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Home decorating 
becomes much easier 


By VIVIAN BROWN 

It is getting easier to be your 
own decorator as more manu- 
facturers and stores lend a 
hand with do-it-yourself pam- 
phlets and decorating advice. 

Now another assist is avail- 
able, with a decorating course 
to be given in the fall at more 
than 200 Sears stores. Eight 
lessons and a textbook 
compiled by top-notch 
professionals are expected to 
give a homemaker confidence 
to try her hand at some home 
projects, and to equip her with 
the knowledge to collaborate 
with a decorator, if that is 
what she wants. Each store 
will use decorating experts 
from its area to teach the 
home decorating course. 

The most puzzling aspects of 
decorating— color, lighting, 
accessories, furniture styles 


and their origins— are ex- 
plained in a basic way. 

One of the best known ex- 
perts in the field of textiles, 
Dorothy Liebes, provides the 
chapter on color Her course 
explains that color is a psy- 
chological force— for 
example, sensations in 
response to color make us 
happier on a bright, sunny day 
when light and color 
vibrations lift our spirits. 

In choosing a palette (she 
prefers to select from light, 
dark, bright colors) a logical 
pattern should be followed. 
The basic color scheme might 
evolve from existing climatic 
and regional conditions, and 
be built around possessions 
and the family pattern of 
living. Colors should be suited 
to the woman of the house and 
pleasing to her husband in 
Miss Liebes’ opinion. 


Good lighting must focus on 
artificial light, lighting in- 
novator Robert Sonneman 
emphasizes in his lesson on 
lighting Glare must be 
avoided because "as glare 
increases, the ability to see 
decreases/' 

In addition to pointers on 
quality, color and intensity of 
light and color and its reflec- 
tions. charts illustrate the re- 
flective value of colors. Sonne- 
man also explains: 

Human flesh tones are 
more flattering in in- 
candescent light, the red end 
of the spectrum... people often 
sacrifice lighting function for 
what they feel is aesthetic 
appeal After selecting all the 
wrong lamps, they keep ad- 
ding wattage and get more 
glare. There is a proper way 
to light each area of the home. 


Here's the Answer 


By ANDY LANG 

The rungs of a chair have an 
annoying habit of coming 
loose over a period of years, 
especially when there is either 
too much or too little relative 
humidity in the room where it 
is used. 

If at all possible, the loose 
rung should be removed, 
doing this.very carefully so as 
not to cause further damage 
or mar the finish. All glue 
should then be scraped from 
the holes in the legs of the 
chair as well as the ends of the 
rung Do not sand the joint for 
any reason, since this will 
enlarge the holes and make 
hn. repair more difficult. 

Glue is then applied to both 
the holes and the ends of the 
rung, but not if it appears that 
there will not be a tight fit. In 
that event, it is necessary to 
take up the slack in some way. 
This can be done by cutting 
thin kerfs in the ends of the 
rung and inserting tiny 
wedges in them. Another way 
is to wind some silk thread 
around the ends of the rung. 
Sometimes, winding some 
strands of fine steel wool 
around the ends of the rungs 
will suffice. In any of these 
three choices, apply a little 
glue to the holes, before 
putting the pieces together. If 
any squeezes out during the 
reassembling, wipe it off 
immediately, using a soft 
cloth and warm water. 

The joint must be kept 
tightly together while the glue 
hardens, in most cases as 
much as 24 hours, more if 
possible. If you have bar 
clamps, this is simple, but be 
careful to place small, soft- 
wood blocks under the jaws of 
the clamps. Set the clamps to 
the desired positions before 
applying the glue. If you do not 
have clamps, you can make a 
kind of tourniquet with some 
rope or heavy cord, winding it 
around the two legs that hold 
the rung in place. 

Here again use some pad- 
ding so the rope doesn’t 
damage the legs. Place a stick 
in the center and turn it and 
the rope together, an action 
which will draw the legs 
together. When sufficient 
pressure has been applied, 
rest one end of the stick 
against the rung so that it

doesn’t spring loose. If neces- 
sary. tie it in place. 

When a chair rung will not 
come out without danger of 
further damage: After drilling 
a pilot hole, drive a nail 
through the end of the run 
from the inside of the chair 
leg. Use a finishing nail so that 
it can be driven slightly below r 
the surface and the hole filled 
with wood putty or plastic 
wood. Another solution is to 
drill a tiny hole through the leg 


so that it stops just before it 
reaches the end of the rung. A 
glue injector is then inserted 
into the hole, which permits 
glue to reach the inside of the 
joint

They’re making 
it better for deer 

Daily Eagle Lansing Bureau 

LANSING — The Department of Natural Resources is 
making life a bit more bearable for Michigan’s one-half 
million deer. 

For the second year running, the DNR is conducting a 
program to improve the permanent habitat and emergency 
feeding of deer. 

John Byelich. DNR deer range management specialist, 
said the $600,000 allotted to the program from hunting fees in 
1971-72 will be increased to $900,000 this year. 

"Most of the money appropriated last year was used to 
purchase pickups, chain saws, skidders and snowmobiles for 
land clearing and thinning,” Byelich said. 

Some 16.000 acres ol land in both the Upper and Lower 
Peninsulas have been worked on thus far, Byelich said. 

The aim of the habitat improvement move is to thin down 
dense, older forests, creating a bushy undergrowth to im- 
prove the grazing of deer herds in areas where starvation has 
been most acute. 

Areas selected for reworking are determined through 
hunter surveys. 

Byelich said the habitat improvement plan does not 
pretend to wipe out deer starvation, but does hope to reduce 
the magnitude of the problem in some of the major deer 
hunting areas.

Planning accessories 
gives one a real chance for 
personal liberation in home 
decorating, the textbook 
points out in a lesson from 
Lawrence Peabody, well- 
known designer of furniture 
and accessories.

Ratke says Ihe Michigan motorist will not be aw'are of the 
number of vacationers in resort centers until 2 p.m. Monday 
when the first waves of heavy southbound traffic start 
building on 1-75 between Bay City and Flint and on US-31 
from Traverse City to Muskegon 

If weather is favorable, the heaviest traffic in Michigan all 
holiday will be along Lake Michigan's Coho Coast, especially 
between Manistee and Traverse City. 

However, heavy salmon runs in Lake Michigan are not 
expected until mid-September, which means that camp- 
grounds and motels near popular coho fishing areas in West 
Michigan possibly may not fill to capacity for the first time in 
several years.

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New regulations face state sportsmen this fall

LANSING — Michigan sportsmen should do some 
homework on the Department of Natural Resources’ (DNR) 
new game restrictions before taking to the field and stream 
this fall 

The DNR has juggled the dates of several seasons and 
cracked down on the limits of scarce species. 

In July, the DNR voted to the cut by 90 per cent the 
number of does bagged in the Upper Peninsula, from over 
6.000 in 1971 to 640 during this year’s Nov. 15-30 season. 

David A. Arnold of the wildlife division said four severe 
U.P. winters prompted the DNR’s action. 


“Party permits will replace individual licenses this year as 
well,’’ Arnold said. “Any group of four hunters is eligible to 
apply for a party license that win allow one doe and four 
bucks.” 

Arnold said 800 party permits will be distributed 

The number of antlerless deer permitted in the lower 
peninsula will be 9,700, down nearly 50 per cent from the 
19,000 allowed in 1971 

“A greater number of acres will be open to hunters in the 
southern part of the state because we are trying to stabilize 
the number of car-deer accidents down there,” Arnold said 

“The herd in this area is quite strong and healthy, num- 
bering about 100,000 ”

The state’s 1972 duck season has been set for Oct 6 • Nov. 
2L 

For the second year, duck hunting will operate under the 
point system, with different species rating different points 
according to their flock sizes 

Hen mallard, wood duck, black duck and hooded 
merganser tally 90 points each this season; drake mallard, 
hen pintail, and ringneck duck 20 points each, and all other 
ducks, including mergansers, again carry a rating of 10 
points apiece. 

Each duck hunter is allowed 100 points of game per day. 

This year’s duck regulations remove canvasbacks and 
redhead ducks from the shooting list due to their seriously 
scant populations. Both species are under nationwide 
protection 

DNR officials say the point system provides a flexible bag 
limit for those hunters who are able to be selective in their 
shooting Experiments in Michigan. Iowa and Illinois show it 
reduces hunting violations and is favored by many sport- 
smen over the standard system of bag limits. 

As a sporting bonus to this fall’s regular duck season 
Michigan will again have a special 16-day hunt on scaup 
running from Nov. 25 - Dec. 10. Five scaup per day and 10 in 
possession will be allowed during the special hunt. 

Rounding out the waterfowl season, Michigan geese will be 
hunted Oct. I - Nov 30 in the U.P. and northern Lower 
Peninsula and Oct. 6 - Nov. 30 in the southern lower penin- 
sula. 

The fall goose season will carry a bag limit of five geese 
per day and five in possession to follow last year’s basic 
format. 

As a part of that quota, however, the daily take on Canada 
geese has been cut from two to one through the Mississippi 
flyway which includes Michigan. ^ 

Victor Janson. a wildlife specialist with the DNR, said 
pheasant, rabbit and squirrel populations are good 
throughout the state, with hunting expected to be somewhat 
better this season than in 1971. 


Small game limits and seasons are as follows; 

Pheasant. Oct. 1-10 in the U P., one daily and four per 
season Oct 20-Nov 10 in the lower peninsula, two per day 
and eight per season. 

— Rabbit. Oct 1- March 31 in the U.P. Oct. 1 - Mar. 1 in the 
lower peninsula, five daily and 50 per season statewide. 

Squirrel, Sept. 15-Nov. 10 with five daily and 25 per 
season statewide. 

—Beaver and otter populations are reportedly holding 
their own, with spring seasons to be set by the DNR in Oc- 
tober 

—Although moose, lynx and wolf are experiencing 
somewhat of a comeback, their numbers are still seriously 
scant, and are under total state protection. 

On the streamside of fall gaming, tine DNR said salmon 
snagging will be sharply restricted to a few Great Lakes 
streams in a move to head off conflicts with steelhead fishing 
which these hooking activities stirred during recent seasons. 

The new regulations will limit snagging to those streams 
which draw’ large salmon runs and do not create hazards for 
other sport fish.

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LANSING — Michigan 
schools are not adequately 
preparing their students for 
the world of work, according 
to a report issued by the 
Michigan State Chamber of 
Commerce. 

With a little reorganization 
in personnel and curriculum, 
schools could cut the number 
of drop-outs and increase the 
number of jobs their 
graduates find right out of 
high school, the report says. 

Today’s schools are not 
making adequate provisions 
for the 60 to 70 per cent of their 
graduates who do not go on to 
college or the 28 per cent that 
eventually drop out. 

“For the past decade, the 
state chamber has been 
urging that vocational - 
technical education in 
Michigan be restructured, 
reappraised and redefined to 
meet the educational needs of 
70 per cent of the pupils in 
primary -secondary schools 
who do not enter institutions of 
higher learning,” says Harry 
K. Hall, president of the state 
chamber 

“It is nothing short of 
economic cannibalism to have 
a large percentage of the 
school product cast on the 
labor market with no 
marketable skill,’* he con- 
tinues. 

“Occupational education 
has been shunted to the slag 
heap, the educational 
hierarchy, for much too long. 
We feel the intellectual and 
economic climate is not 
favorable to greater emphasis 
on education geared to a 
productive and satisfying 
career, The program can be 
financed with savings in other 
areas of education.” 

The proposal recommends 
school counselors be trained 
as liaison officers between the 
high school graduate and a job 
instead of remaining guidance 
officers. 

In Michigan, present 
educational requirements for 
a counselor include 18 
semester hours of counseling, 
teaching experience and 
either a master’s degree or 12 
hours of graduate study in the 
field. 

But in these requirements, 
no one has made a provision 
for counselors to have actual 
work experience in fields 
outside education. 

“Counselors should be in a 
position to give proper 
guidance to the 70 per cent of 
students who will not continue 
formal institutional education 
after high school,” the report 
states. “This requires a 
thorough knowledge of the job 
market, of various job 
classifications and specific 
skills required, alternatives, 
opportunities and limits of 
advancement on jobs, local 
and regional job demands and 
thorough knowledge of con- 
ditions of work in the 
respective careers.” 

Most counselors don’t have 
this experience, the chamber 
notes. 

Therefore, the report 
recommends a placement 
service be set up in the schools 
to help the vocational and 
academically trained student 
find a job after high school. 

Although the service would 
require an increase in the 
number of guidance coun- 
selors, the monies needed 
could come from savings to 
school districts suggested in 
nine other chamber-sponsored 
money-making proposals. 

Hand-in-hand with the 
proposal to increase the 
relevancy of counselors 
should go a plan for career 
education that gives the 
student a practical look at the 
world of work, the chamber 
suggests in another report on 
education. 

That means shifting the 
emphasis in curriculum of 
career-oriented courses to 
stress successful working 
careers. 

The proposed career 
education program will 
provide for on-the-job ex- 
perience allowing the student 
to work awhile and return to 
school for additional 
classroom experience; widen 
learning to the home, com- 
munity and employing 
establishments; and em- 
phasize that career education 
does not interfere with other

education, but complements 
it. 

The cost of implementing 
such a program would ac- 
tually be an investment with 
top returns on each dollar. The 
report notes that every 
potential worker educated in 
such a program will pay back 


his initial investment within 60 
days after beginning work. 

And, the chamber- 
sponsored report points out, 
by organizing the program so 
each student is able to slip 
easily back and forth from 
working to further education, 
the social benefits of career 
education would be limitless. 


To implement the preceding 
two proposals, the chamber 
suggests encouraging 
businessmen in each school 
district to work closely with 
their school counselors and 
give students a realistic look 
at the job market and guide 
them toward the proper 
career. 


Establishing a Business- 
Education Council in each 
school district seems to be the* 
best answer, the chamber 
notes, and it should comprise 
high-level representatives of 
business and education. 

Basically these experts 
would provide advice and 
practical assistance in 


determining vocational needs 
in the community, exploring 
just what the school has to 
offer in the way of vocational 
education, and counseling 
employers and schools about 
jusl what careers are 
available and how students 
can best get into them. 

Local businessmen are 


perfect helpmates n this 
program, the report says, 
since vho better know; about 
the w- rid of work than those 
who pa “ticipa t in it ea :h day . 

Their part in the program 
would consist of providing 
speaker^ for business sym- 
posiums, helping with job 
counseling and placement, 


and providing tools and other 
implements for vocational 
education programs. 

The preceding proposals 
have been researched by the 
state chamber's education 
specialists and a volunteer 
task force of businessmen and 
approved by its board of 
directors.

‘Torch Lake’ now able 
to chug all way ‘round 



America’s oldest operating 
steam locomotive, the 1873 
Torch Lake of Greenfield 
Village, now circles this 
world-famous 260-acre out- 
door museum of American 
history 18 limes daily. 

The new (ireenfield Village 
perimeter railroad was of- 
ficially inaugurated last week 
with William Clay Ford 
grandson of the founder, at the 
throttle of the Torch Lake 
Ford, chairman of the 
Edison Institute which directs 
ihe operation of the Village 



and Henry Ford Museum, 
stopped the train at the Main 
Street crossing adjacent to the 

Henry Ford Homestead, to 
drive in a ceremonial golden 
spike signifying the com- 
pletion of the new two-mile 
scenic route. 

Boarding the cab at the 
Village’s Smith Creek Depot, 
Ford recalled that his grand- 
father had escorted President 
Hoover and Thomas Alva 
Edison from a train at the 
same platform on Oct. 21, 
1929, the day that Greenfield 
Village and the Henry Ford 
Museum were dedicated. 

Dr. Donald A. Shelley, 
president of the Edison In- 
stitute. pointed out that in- 
stallation of the perimeter 
track for the Torch Lake was 
one of the initial goals in the 
multi-million dollar 


development program 
currently under way at 
Greenfield Village and Henry 
Ford Museum 

“Wo feel that our railroad 
operation provides not only an 
enjoyable experience for our 
thousands of visitors,” he 
vaid. “but it also puts them 
back a century in time lo the 
days when the ‘Iron Horse’ 
made possible America’s 
westward expansion Now 
they can personally ex- 
perience history coming to 
life ” 

The Torch Lake was a gift to 
the Edison Institute from the 
Universal Oil Products Corp 
For more than a half century, 
it proved its mettle hauling 
eloper ore al the Calumet and 
llcela mines in Ihe Upper 
Peninsula of Michigan, and 
retired from company service 
lor preservation in 1932

ORDINANCE NO. 72-65 


AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE THE GRADING OF 
LAND. TO REQUIRE PERMITS THEREFOR. TO 
ESTABLISH FEES FOR PERMITS AND TO PROVIDE 
PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF. 


WHEREAS, the City of Romulus deems it necessary to 
the public health, safety and welfare of the City and its 
inhabitants that the grading of land be regulated as herein 
contained: 


NOW. THEREFORE, the City of Romulus ordains: 

SEC 1 DEFINITIONS. As used herein and in all other 
Ordinances of the City: 

I 1 Land Fill shall mean the depositing of any materials 
on land < other than materials customarily deposited in 
connection with gardening or agricultural operations) 
with the intent that, or in such a manner as to bring about 
the result that, such materials will permanently become a 
part of the land other than land grading as defined herein. 


• 1.2 Land Grading shall mean the alteration of the 
topography of a parcel of land in excess of one 1 1 ) acre by 
means of physical relocation of earth materials and-or the 
depositing thereon of natural earth materials in ac- 
cordance with the terms of this Ordinance. 

1.3 Site Grading shall mean the alteration of the 
topography of a parcel of land of one (1) acre or less in 
area by means of physical relocation of earth materials 
and-or the deposition thereon of natural earth materials in 
accordance with the terms of this Ordinance. 

1 4 Parcel shall mean the total area covered by all lots 
of record with the Assessor’s office of the City of Romulus 
on which earth materials are being or are to be relocated 
or onto which earth materials are being or are to be 
deposited in conjunction with a single Land Grading or 
Site Grading operation. 

SEC. 2. SITE GRADING. 

2 1 The person or agency charged with the issuance of 
building permits in the City may. upon the request of the 
applicant, include permission for site grading in the 
building permit to be issued according to plans prepared 
bv the applicant which plans conform to the standards set 
f ori h in this Ordinance and to other applicable Ordinances 
of the City. 

2.2 Any person may cause site grading of land owned by 
him or to which he has a right of possession, other than as 
set forth in Subsection 2.1 above, provided that: 

a i The actual area on which the site grading is to be 
performed does not exceed one thousand two hundred 

• 1.2001 square feet: 

b> The actual area on which the site grading is to be 
performed does not lie within fifteen r 15) feet of the 
property line of the parcel on which the site grading is to 
be performed: 

c> Not more than eight < 8 > cubic yards of earth 
materials are to be deposited on the parcel, and 

d' No site grading shall alter the topography of drain 
easements or other public or private easements of record. 

2 3 Except as provided in Subsections 2.1 and 2.2, no 
person shall cause site grading of land unless he shall first 
have obtained a permit in the manner set forth in Section 3 
following. 

SEC 3. LAND GRADING. 


3.1 No person shall cause land grading of land (ir 
eluding site grading as provided in Subsection 2.3) unles 
he shall have first obtained a permit therefor pursuant t 
the terms hereof (hereinafter referred toas'‘land gradin 
permit") 

3.2 Any person wishing to obtain a land grading permi 
shall submit an application therefor to the Buildin 
Department. Such application shall contain the followin, 
information 

a » Name and address of ow ner or ow ners of parcel to b 
graded; 

b) Name and address of applicant. If applicant sha 
consist of other than all owmersof the parcel, the applicar 
shall submit a letter signed by all owners authorizinj 
applicant to submit application and assuming respor 
sibility for acts of apjflicant; 
c Full legal description of parcel: 
d» Name, address, regular phone number an< 
emergency phone number of contractor or other persoi 
who will be in actual charge of operation; 

e» Hours of operation for proposed land gradini 
operation 

fi Type and source of any materials to be deposited oi 
land in conjunction with land grading operation; 
g) The proposed duration of the land grading operation 
1 3 In addition to the above, the applicant shall submi 
together with his application three (3) copies of * 
topographical survey of the parcel prepared by ; 
registered civil engineer or registered land surveyo 
which shall contain

hi F-levations one hundred (100) feet off parcel arounc 
the complete perimeter of the parcel

one hundred < 100 » feet of the property lines of the parcel 
d' Elevations every fifty (50) feet along the center lin< 
of all roads and road ditches adjacent to the parcel ;

grading operation is complete including detailed surfaci 
drainage pattern defined by flow arrows, percentages o 
surface grades and the surface drainage outlet 
f i North arrow dimensions of parcel, description, date 
scale bench mark, and name and address of the person oi 
tirm preparing the survey 

5 4 At the time of submission of the application. th< 
applicant shall submit a permit fee equal to the lesser o 
I wenty '$2*1 00 » Dollars per acre or portion thereof of th< 


parcel or Fifty < S50 00 > Dollars per acre or portion thereof 
of the actual area of the proposed grading operation 

3.5 The Building Department shall review such ap- 
plication and may grant a land grading permit upon such 
terms and conditions as it may deem necessary to meet 
the requirements and standards of this Ordinance and 
such requirements as it may deem necessary to protect 
the health, safety and welfare of the City and its 
inhabitants with reference to noise, dirt and dust control, 
drainage routes, protection of highways and water- 
courses. protection of property values, and protection of 
the ow ners of property adjacent or near the parcel. In the 
alternative, the Building Department may reject such 
application for cause and shall state in writing the reasons 
for such rejection 

3.6 A land grading permit shall be effective upon the 
posting by the applicant of a performance bond in the 
amount and in the form required by the City Council of the 
City of Romulus In setting the amount afid form of the 
bond, the City Council shall be guided by the proposed size 
and duration of the proposed grading operation, the 
likelihood of regarding operations pursuant to Section 

and the potential of hazard to adjacent properties 
and public easements The permit shall expire upon the 
date set forth or described in the permit. If no such ex- 
piration date is contained in the permit, the permit shall 
expire six < 6 » months after its effective date. 

SEC. 4 LAND FILL 

4.1 No person shall cause or suffer to be caused on land 
owned by him or to which he has the right of possession a 
land fill operation except as provided with respect to 
restoration of land used for quarrying in the Zoning Or- 
dinance of the City of Romulus and-or other pertinent 
Ordinances. 

SEC. 5 GENERAL REQUIREMENTS. 

5.1 F.ver\ person who shall conduct a site grading 
operation or a land grading operation shall, in addition to 
the terms and conditions of any building permit or land 
grading permit, conform to the following standards and 
requirements: 

a» All county drains and-or natural water courses 
through or adjacent to the property will be maintained 
and kept in good working condition during the grading 
operation No drain or natural water course shall be 
blocked, obstructed, filled or relocated on a temporary’ or 
permanent basis w ithout first obtaining a permit from the 
State of Michigan Department of Natural Resources. 
Bureau of Water Management. 

bi Materials deposited on the parcel in conjunction w ith 
the land grading operation shall consist of good dean, 
natural earth. The top six (6) inches shall consist of 
natural clean earth conducive to growing turf. 

c> The actual grading area shall be left in a neat and 
presentable fashion at the end of each day’s operation. 

d» On a parcel where the material deposited exceeds 
two <2> feet in depth, several regrading operations of the 
surface may be required by the City after the completion 
of the grading operation in order to allow the land to settle 
uniformly to the proposed final elevations 

e» The surface of the graded area and any adjacent 
disturbed areas shall be seeded to establish a permanent 
turf. Such seeding operations shall be completed within a 
reasonable length of time 

f) Final grades of the perimeter of graded areas shall be 
compatible to existing grades offsite. Surface drainage 
from graded areas shall be directed within the grading 
site to a county drain, natural water course or road ditch 
The discharge of surface drainage on adjacent property 
shall be unlawful 

SEC 6 TEMPORARY ACCUMULATION OF EARTH 
MATERIALS 

6 1 The City Council may authorize the City, its 
departments, or other persons owning or having the right 
to possession of land in the City to accumulate natural 
earth materials on a temporary basis pending a site 
grading or land grading operation on such terms and 
conditions as the City Council may direct in accordance 
with reasonable considerations of public welfare and 
convenience 

SEC 7 PENALTY 

7 1 Any person who willfully violates any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance or policies shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of Five Hundred 
< $500 (Hi i Dollars or ninety (90) davs or both. 

SEC ft SEPARABILITY 

ft 1 If any provisions of this Ordinance or of any policy, 
or order hereunder of the application of such provision to 
any person or circumstance shall be held invalid, the 
remainder of this Ordinance and the application of such 
provision of this Ordinance or such policy, or order to 
persons or circumstances other than those to which it is 
held invalid shall not be affected thereby 

SEC 9 EFFECTIVE DATE 

9 1 This Ordinance shall take immediate effect upon 
adoption and publication in a newspaper of general cir- 
culation
